‘Was Gaylord Attorney. Resigns 
/ As Assistant Att’y General 


v In the appointment of Attorney 
Edward A. Bilitzke for circuit 
judge to succeed the late Judge 
Smuth, there is every reason to 
believe that the 34th judicial cir- 
cuit is in good hands. He resigned 
as assistant attorney general 
‘Tuesday to accept the appoint- 
ment by Gov. Fitzgeraid. He was 
sworn into office by Chief Justice 
Walter H. North of the Supreme 
Court. "He will leave Lansing 
last of the week to resume his 
home in Gaylord. 

Bilitzke is 37 years old, and 
first served in the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s Office under former At- 
torney General Paul W. Voorhies 
in 1931 and 1932. He was at- 
torney for Secretary of State dur- 
ing Fitzgerald’s term in that of- 
fice, 1933, 1934, and returned to 
the Attorney General’s Office 
under former Attorney General 
Harry S. Toy in 1935. 

Betore going to Lansing, Bi- 
litzke had been prosecuting at- 
torney of Otsego County from 
1927 to 1930. Bilitzke attended 
the Universi of Detroit Law 
School in 1922 and later studied 
in the office of Thomas A. E. 
Weadock, of Detroit. 

Bilitzke has been the public 
utilities expert in the Attorney 
General’s Office and represented 
the State in the pending Mich- 
igan Beil Telephone Co, rate case 
before the Public Utilities Com- 
mission. He also handled the 
Michigan-Wisconsin boundary 
dispute which recently was 
settled by the United States Su- 
preme Court, the Nebo-Shone 
case involving the right of the 
public to fish in navigable waters, 
and the level case in which Mich- 
igan protested against the di- 


version of Lake Michigan water i 


by the Chicago sanitary district. 
Bilitzke said Tuesday that he 
will be a candidate in November 
for election ta the balance of 
Judge Smith’s term, beginning 
Jan. 1, 1937. Attorney General 
David H. Crowley said that no 
arrangements had been made to 
fill the vacancy caused by Bi- 
litzke’s resignation. An outstate 
man probably will be selected.

JUDGE GUY E. SMITH 


Illness Fatal 
To Judge Smith 


CIRCUIT JUDGE DIES IN 
SAGINAW HOSPITAL 


Circuit Judge Guy E. Smith, 
71, of Gladwin, died in Saginaw 
hospital last week Thursday, 
after several months of illness. 
He spent part of last winter in 
Florida in an attempt to shake off 
his illness, 

Judge Smith was born in Bay 
City, and the Daily Times of that 
city, in reporting his death, said 
in part the following: 

Judge Guy E. Smith won a 
statewide reputation for his 
“horse sense” verdicts, which 
resulted probably from the fact 
that as a young man he worked 
as a lumberjack, reading law at 
night and in his spare time until 
he was ready for the bar. 

Born in Bay City May 16, 1865, 
Judge Smith was left an orphan 
at an early age. He spent part 
of his youth in the now deserted 
lumbering town of Meredith. At 
the age of 15 he came to the 
Gladwin area, where he was later 
to gain the esteem and respect 
of residents. During that period 
he worked in Gladwin lumber 
camps. He was admitted to the 
bar in 1893 after attending school 
in Flint and Flushing and study- 
ing law in the offices of Durant 
and Carton at Flint. 

Two years later, when he had 
his own law shingle hanging in 
Gladwin, he was elected prose- 
cuting attorney of Gladwin coun- 
ty, holding that post until 1901, 
when he was chosen probate 
judge. In 1919 Governor Albert 
E. Sleeper appointed him to the 
circuit bench as successor to the 
late Judge Nelson G. Sharpe, of 
West Branch, named to the state 
supreme court. 

Until advancing age and failing 


health forced him to curtail his 
activities, Judge Smith was in 
great demand as a visiting judge 
on the Wayne county circuit. 

He was a Mason and a com- 
Municant of the Episcopal 
church. He had been a bachelor 
until 1922, when he married Mrs. 
Maude Black, who died in 1933. 
He leaves a daughter, Guinevere, 
12, and three step-sons, Donald 
Black, of Lansing; George H. 
Black, of Midland, and William 
Black, a student at the Univer- 
sity of Detroit. 

Funeral services were held in 
Gladwin Monday afternoon at 
2:00 o’clock. Rev. Charles L. 
Ramsey, of St. Paul’s Episcopal 
church officiated. During the 
afternoon of the funeral flags at 
half mast were unfurled at the 
court house and before’ every’ 
business place in Grayling. 

County Clerk Axel Peterson, 
Prosecuting Attorney Merle Nel- 
list and Registrar Ronnow Han- 
son from Grayling were in at- 
tendance at the funeral.

District Health 
Dept. Activities 


A District Health Department 
serves Crawford, Roscommon, 
Kalkaska and Missaukee counties 
and is financed by funds receiv- 
ed from local, State and Child-4 
ren’s Fund of Michigan appropri- 
ations, whith amounted to $18,- 
843.33 for this year. 

Dr. T. R. Laughbaum, director 
of the health department, is as- 
sisted by three public health 
nurses, a sanitary officer and a 
clerk. The regular program is 
augmented by dental services 
under the direction of Dr. F. E. 
Bearsch. 

During ‘the year 49,687 miles 
were traveled by the staff. Home 
visits numbered 5,053 with 745 
visits to the schools. 2,057 child- 
ren received a medical examina- 
tion and 1,367 were protected 
against diphtheria or smallpox. 
Tuberculin tests were given to 
2,110 individuals, and 284 X-rays 
were taken. The sanitary officer 
made 1,214 sanitary inspections. 

The dental report shows that 
701 children made 2,593 visits to 
the clinics, 618 extractions were - 
made, 3,475 fillings inserted, and 
§42 prophylaxis given. 332 child-: 
ren had all necessary work com- 
pleted at the clinic. :

For years, they have arene out 
that government competes against 
private enterprise in more than 200 
Mnes—including certain agricultural 
products, construction materials, 
harness, textiles, clothing, printing 
and a host of others. 

For years they have pointed out 
what the Committee now emphasizes 
in its report. Namely: 

i government expenditures 

be reduced and revenue in- 
Sod if the Federal Government 
withdraws from competition with 
private enterprise except under the 
conditions specified. 

“That under normal economic 
conditions, government competition 
with private enterprise . . . cone 
tributes to the development of a 
socialized industry. 

“That a revival of private indus- 
try will permit the return of labor 
to its normal occupations, will 
hasten the return to American 
standards of efficiency and maintain 
the dignity of labor which has made 
the American working man the na- 
tion’s greatest single influence for 
the advancement of democratic 
ideals,” 

Protests of the enation’s workers 
and taxpayers against Bureaucracy’s 
unfair competition have gone un- 
heeded. Will an official report fare 
any better in protecting them in 
their constitutional right to earn a 
living? Let’s hope so. 

In the words of the report itself, 
“The government's true function is 
to protect and promote the economic 
activities of its ct to sup- 
plant them.”

NB of our readers writes of the 
tremendous influence in the 
lives of many people, particularly 
women, of the scourge of “What 
will people say?” It seems her 
familly suffers from the constant 
obsession of one of its members 
with this thought of what people 
will say about every act on the 
part of anyone in the family. 
“It {a ruining the peace of the en- 
tire family,” she writes, “and yet 
there doesn’t seem to be anything 
we can do. Do you know of any 
way to let in light and cure this 
terrible obsession?” 


It is so paradorical, that obses- 
sion with what others will say, that 
is, what their opinion of us will 
be. For it shows a passionate de- 
sire to be well thought of, to be 
respected. And yet it frequently 
bas nothing at all to do with self- 
respect. Many people who are s0 
anxious abont what’ others will 
think of them are not at all exact- 
ing in the matter of what they 
think of themselves.

SALAD DRESSINGS 


HE basic dressing which is more 

used than any other is french 
dressing. Prepared with a sweet, 
fresh olive of] there is no dressing 
more appetizing. One may use any 
of the table or salad oils in place 
of the olive {f preferred. Take six 
tablespoons of oil, two of vinegar 
or lemon juice, one teaspoon of salt, 
one-fourth teaspoon of white pepper 
or a few dashes of cayenne, Beat 
thoroughly until well mixed. Add- 
ing a small piece of ice will hurry 
the mixing. For a sauce to serve 
with cold meats and tongue use: 

Worcestershire French Dressing. 

Add to the french dressing one 
and one-half tablespoons of worces- 
tershire sauce, beat well. For any 
green salad, add two tablespoons 
of chili sauce to the french dressing 
with a teaspoon of minced onion or 
one-fourth teaspoon of onion juice. 

Southern French Dressing 

To the riced yolks of two hard 
cooked eggs, add one teaspoon of 
minced green pepper. Serve with 
meat, vegetable or fish salad, with 
the french dressing. 

Pickled Onion French Dreseing. 

To the french dressing add one- 
half teaspoon of dry mustard, mixed 
with the salt and two tablespoons 
of finely minced pickled onions. 
Serve on Ash or meat salads such 
as tongue or corned beef. 

Snappy Cheese Oresalng. 

Mash one-half cup of snappy 
cheese, mix with one-half teaspoon 
of dressing and serve on lettuce, 

Chiffonade Dressing. 

Add to the french dressing one 
tablespoon of pimiento, one-half 
tablespoon of parsley and one hard 
cooked egg, all finely minced. 

Savory French Dressing. 

To the french dressing add one- 
half teaspoon of onlon juice or 
minced parsley, one tablespoon of 
chow-chow, mix well and serve on 
asparagus tips, cucumber or any 
vegetable salad,
